- A strongo  object  which  resembled  a V-2  rocket  was 
reported  here  by  a veteran  of  t«orld  »iar  U« 

local  en^^Hver,  told  a uenbor  of  the  local  newspaper  that  he 
first  sighted  the  object,  which  he  described  as  a reddish  orange  flams,  while  he 
was  lying  in  bed  ?1onday  nlrht« 

"He  awakenod  his  wife  uho  also  told  of  seeing  tho  object  and  astcod  hur  to 
bring  his  field  glasses  in  order  thrit  he  oould  observe  the  piienoaenor  more  closely 

said  he  dressed  htirriedly  and  rushed  into  his  yard  where  he  was 
still  abl^t^oT^rly  soe  the  novlng  object. 

"The  object  waa  moving  ra,/idly  tho  engraver  said  at  flrut  and  oeomed  to  be 
ollmbing  from  the  ground  into  tho  air.  It  bogan  to  novo  aore  slowly  as  It 
apparently  gained  altitude^BVH^^  said,  bearing  out  the  observ-^tion  th*t  It 
looked  like  a V-2  beini^  launohad* 

"The  former  01  said  th^t  he  had  aeon  two  V-2  rookots  launohed  by  the  Gormans 
during  a tour  of  duty  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations  during  tho  last  war. 

"Hopkins  said  that  tho  object  was  visible  to  him  for  at  least  seven  minutes 
before  he  lost  it  even  with  the  use  of  field  glasses.
